The Whole Good 


It appears to us that the Selectmen are making an honest 
effort to help solve the parking problem in Shawsheen. 

Naturally all residents are not going to like their deci- 
sions, but this obviously can not be helped. As in almost 
every activity in our personal or public lives, trying to 
please everyone results in doing nothing, and pleasing no 
one. 

We genuinely sympathize with residents who are ex- 
periencing a great in-rush of traffic, over streets that were 
not constructed for the purpose. If we were in their shoes, 
possibly we would be as active in our objections as they 
are now. 

But the fact remains that all of the town must be con- 
sidered, in making decisions. And the Selectmen, it 
seems to us, have to weigh the problems of the immediate 
area against the general good that is being done the 
town by having Raytheon here. The tax dollars, we must 
agree, look pretty good every year, compared to the in- 
come from empty buildings. Local businessmen, addi- 
tionally, must be considered — one man estimates he 
receives $20,000 gross income from Raytheon employees 
alone. Others also benefit from the heavy payrolls. If the 
merchants are prosperous, they, in turn, contribute to the 
healthy economic future of the community. 


Another Step Along The Path 


Another step along the Rogers Brook pathway was taken 
by the Selectmen Monday night, when they signed a bond, 
holding the state blameless for damages resulting from the 
construction of the brook, or from faulty design. 

This may normally be a routine requirement — indeed, 
town counsel approved the wording of the bond — but we 
can’t avoid a feeling of worry, every time the town 
engages in official activities with the much-disputed 
Division of Waterways. 

Incidentally, the Selectmen are even now setting up,a 
meeting with officials of that Division and the Depart- 
ment of Public Works of the Commonwealth, to further 
discuss getting the job out to bid. If this is not done prior 
to July 1, funds will not be available from 1961 appropria- 
tions, and must be earmarked from appropriations of the 
new fiscal year. 

Wouldn’t it be ironic if, after all this time and frantic 
effort by the town, the state just didn’t have the money? 


Another Headache For Us 


The state Legislature, in its infinite wisdom, appears 
to be creating another headache for local government, in 
the guise of helping it. 

The Legislature is now considering a bill to require 
banks to make two payments of tax money to the town, 
instead of the annual payment now received. 

The Legislature reasons that receipt of the funds would 
make it possible for communities to pay their bills with- 
out short-term borrowing in anticipation of the annual 
payments. 

In Andover, however, semi-annual 
obviously mean at least double bookkeeping by the tax 
collector. Every account, on which a partial payment is 
made, must contain the appropriate entry, and show the 


payment would 


balance due. 

Account sheets, on which entries are made when the 
whole tax bill is paid, are not normally prepared until 
summer. These, then, would have to be rushed, and in- 
stead of one entry, would possibly carry three entries for 
each taxpayer. 

At the moment, local banks begin paying taxes for 
their customers around mid-August, and continue until 
Nov. l. Under the proposal, if the banks held onto the 
second payment until Nov. 1 as they would be allowed to 
do, the tax collector would have a mountain of work 
dumped in his lap in a couple of days. 

Thus it seems that the smaller towns are once again 
going to be penalized, by a Legislature that claims it is 
trying to ‘‘help’’ the communities.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

‘Your editorial of April 19 was, 
in my opinion, quite unfair to the 
residents of Fleming ave. and 
vicinity. ; 

“It is easy for you to talk about 
bad judgment on the part of the 
Board of Appeals in denying a 
variance granting parking at the 
end of Fleming ave. It is equally 
easy for others of the town, who 


probably know little or nothing 
about the situation, to judge also. 
You sir, no doubt, live in a clean, 
quiet, and safe residential area, 
as do quite a lot of people reading 
your editorial. 

“No doubt also, you wish to 
keep it that way. Why, then, should 
we in this vicinity, merely because 
we wish also to keepour neighbor-= 
hood clean and safe, be condemned 
‘because we do not desire to have 
500 or more cars racing up and 
down the street - 4 street, by the 
way, which is no more than a few 
hundred feet long, with a blind and 
dangerous curve in it ~ and: en- 
dangering the lives of our children 
and causing a considerable dropin 
the valuation of our property. 

‘““As a result of all this illegal 
parking up here, one child, my 
son, was nearly killed by one of 
those cars racing up around the 
blind curve. Yet hardly athing was 
done or said about that, outside of 
a lot of promises. 

‘*But according to your editorial 
the only important thing is that we 
must, by all means, supply a 
parking space for these people, 
regardless, evidently, of who has 
to be sacrificed to accomplish 
this. 

‘It seems to me, and probably 
to quite a few others, that the 
officials of this town should have 
had the foresight to have seen the 
eventual need of parking. But they 
didn’t, so now I and my neighbors 
are supposed to bear the full brunt 
of all this. 

We want only whateveryone else 
in the town desires, to bring our 
children up in a safe and decent 
neighborhood. And until recently 
this’ street was quiet and safe for 
our children. But now it has been 
turned into something short of a 
speedway or race track, with cars 
racing to see how close they can 
get to the plant and how fast they 
can get out. And please, sir, do not 
insinuate that this is not true, 
because it very definitely is true. 
We have had to live with it for the 
past three months. 


**] might also remind you that 
there isn’t even a fire hydrant on 
this street. So we only pray there 
isn’t a fire, as the trucks probably 
couldn’t get up the street anyway. 
It has also been suggested that a 
sign be posted, warning motorists 
of children in the area. Sir, you 
have only to come up the street 
to see that no» such sign has been 
put up. 

‘*You wonder why we protest? 
These are only a few reasons. Why 
should we be condemned because 
we refuse to put up with the dangers 
of these cars racing up and down, 
the motorists’ abuse and dis~ 
courtesy and the absolute lack of 
respect for the people and their 
property. Also in your paper of 
April 19 it was stated that Ray- 
theon intended to do something 
about their employees if they are 
abusive and discourteous and that 
a second report would result in 
dismissal. Would you then please 
explain why, when called about this, 
the plant claims that they are not 
responsible for their employees 
outside the plant. It looks like 
plain double talk to me. 

‘We believe also that the owner 
of the property at the end of 
Fleming ave. (Mr. Champy ~ Ed, 
note) should be made to comply 
with the zoning laws. 

“What are zoning laws made 
for anyway? Evidently to be broken 
like any other law, if it fits the

need at the time. 

‘We, sir, are thoroughly dis- 
gusted with the whole mess. You 
do not have to live with it, so it 
is quite easy for you and others to 
talk. But I just wonder how some 
officials and others would react if 
told they were going to have a 
parking lot at the end of their 
street, with cars parking 
practically in their back door. 
They would be the first to holler, 
and the loudest. - 

“There is an answer to all this 
somewhere, I don’t know what it 
is and I do not choose to act as 
though I do, but the real answer 
should be one that is satisfactory 
to all. Not one where we sacrifice 
some, to satisfy others, and the 
end resulting in a situation that 
is highly dangerous. Someone 
probably is. going to be killed or 
injured. 

‘*And if the mess is allowed to 
continue, the one injured or killed 
will probably be a child. 

“Being a mother, my first 
thought is for the safety and pro- 
tection of my children. If this is 
wrong, then wrong I am, and will 
continue to be.’*
